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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the response to the previous OA, applicant 
traverses that Singhvi does not teach or suggest transferring cells in a patterned state as claimed. Applicant alleged that while Sighvi 
teaches identifying individual cells, binding individual cells, and retrieving individual cells, however, this isolating and manipulating particular 
individual cells of Singhvi does not meet the patterned state as claimed. Applicant asserted that transfer of a plurality of individual cells onto 
a secondary plate in a manner that a skilled artisan would not consider to be "a patterned state". The applicant's argument has been fully 
considered but found not persuasive. This argument has been discussed in the previous OA. As reiterated by applicant, the Examiner took 
the position that the "specified coordinate" of the cells in the primary plate taught by Singhvi is already in a "patterned state". Thus transfer 
of the cells in the patterned state from the primary plate to the secondary plate would render the cells being transferred in a patterned state. 
The cells transferred are already in a patterned or a predetermined coordinate, and upon the transfer, such pattern or coordinate would be 
kept. Again, Singhvi teaches the transfer of one or more desired cells from the primary plate to the secondary plate, which is directed not 
only to a single cell but also multiple cells including entire patterned cells on the primary plate with the specified coordinate, and these 
transferred cells would be in the predetermined specified coordinate or in a pattern state. 

Applicant further argued that since Georger does not segregate individual cells on the patterned substrate, a skilled artisan would not have 
applied the transfer step of Singhvi to the patterned substrate of Georger. Again, this argument has been dealt with in the previous OA, and 
the applicant's argument is not sufficient to overcome the rejection for the reason set forth in the previous OA mailed on 1 1/26/2010. 

The instant amendement/argument does not provide any further argument other than the previously submitted arguments, and thus the 
current arguments would not place the claimed invention in condition for allowance.
